Tbe bnlk of surplus caah In the Tnl 
fed States Is owned by western farm- 
era. They depoali It In their local 
banks, whenre It flowa through vari- 
ous channels to the eastern money 
markets for Investment. 

At s recent national gathering nf 
pregldriite of Insursnce companies tha 
statement waa made that money la • 
ilrug In the market The Insurance 
men are In cloae touch with the I! nan 
clal market, aa they have prodlglou* 
sitrplaaea to Invest. Just now tba 
market la flooded with the boards of 
thrifty Inveatora. 

Tha Inagular fact la that 
east Is just recovering from a 
panic the agricultural weat had no 
panic to recover from. The farmers 
have bad no hard tlmea for a series 
of yeara. They were atlll buying au- 
tomobllca and luxuries when panic- 
stricken eastern banks were Issuing 
clearing house certificates 

The working capital of hanks, rail- 
roads, factories and mines comes In 
the main from the amall arcumola- 
tlona of thrift |iut out at Interest Tba 
greateat ciedltor nf all la tbe A inert- 
csn farmer While bumper crops and 
high prices for agricultural products 
prevail the farmera will remain su- 
pierne In the creditor class. 

The farmer keeps up tho country 
banks and atorea. which In turn nip 
IKirt the great marts of Induatry In 
the title, and 

Wall street and the speculators 
ly levy toll on tbe teemli 
of the nation Tbe tariff 
their share of the apolla through In 
direct tariff taxation 

Practically everything tbe farmer 
has to buy yields a las to some rob- 
ber trust. If he would Improve his

So It runs through the whole Hat of 
necessities and luxuries The trusts 
tax tha farmers like ail other con- 
sumers without giving anythlffg tan- 
gible In return The alleged "protec- 
tloa" of tariff schedules Is a mockery, 
aa far aa the farmers are concerned.

"Earth-cracks" varying in width 
from 10 to 70 feet, nay be seen in 
| the bluffs on the Kentucky side of the 
river. These crackt are bounded 
by parallel tides rising from one to 
five feet above the sunken ground 
between them, and have treet of 
considerable site growing along 
tbem, and have their ancient origin. 
They are supposed to have been 
caused by some sudden and power- 
ful convuloioo o( nature. In Mis- 
souri, near New Madrid, these 
cracks are still more remarkable. 

In the bluffs along the river have 
been found many stone implements, 
carved images, human bones, utensels 
of earthen ware, devicet, etc. . giving 
evidence of an ancient race of peo- 
ple 

The region of Reelfoot Lake it 
subject to v|oleot tornadoet that of- 
ten do great damage to property. 
It it thought that the pretence of the 
lake is largely responsible for their 
origin. "One of these, which can- 
not be traced further south, took 
place March 20th, 18.54, between 9 
and 10 a. m , passing by Felinni... 
on the edge of Graves county, and 
within four miles, destroying sis or 
seven bouses, and carrying clothing 
a distance of 30 miles." OnChrist- 
mas day, 1875, another destruitivc 
tornado passed over the county from 
southwest to northeast, inflicting 
great loss in its wake. "The houie 
of Andrew Shuck was struck |l 
p.m., and completely demolished, 
and severely miuring hit son in-law 
W. M. Bacon. A larg trunk n. the 
sitting-ioom was forced opeu and 
the contents scattered far and near. 
A contract between to neighbors 
and left in the house for safe keep- 
ing, was carried to Maytield and 
afterward returned. A negro wo- 
man was killed during this stoma 
besides a number of people being in- 
jured." 

Earthquakes in this section are 
not unftequent. Beginning al>oul I 
o'clock iu the morning of December 
16lh, 1811, occurred oue of the 
most remaikable ol thete "shake&." 
Convulsing the whole valley of the 
Mississippi and its tributaries, it HH> 
peuded a Urge part of itt force in 
Fulton county and the adjacent ter- 
ritory. During the remainder of 
the night above mentioned, tome J 7 
shocks, distinct aud violent, occurred, 
rendiug the earth and letntyiiif, the 
French fishing crews that were ply- 
ing their vocation along the liver. 
These shocks cotinued with deer eat 
ed frequency and violence up to 
February. 1813. Seuator Lu.u. of 
Missouri, describes them .it follow!

James, were determined, at all and held his position until 18S4,

Thus Fulton county, 
with her 184 square miles, the gar- 
den spot of Jackson's Purchase was 
formed. The records of the County 
Clerk's office contains a record of 
this interesting document "Be it 
remembered that at the Tavern 
House of (ireenbury Watson, in the 
town of Hickman, on Tuesday, the 
1st day of April, in the year 1845, 
pursuant to an act of the < ieneral 
Assembly of Kentucky, entitled 
"An Act to establish the County of 
Fulton," approved Jan. 15, 1845, 
Robert Brown, James P. Tyler, 
Jesse Edmonston, Ralph McFaideu, 
Shed r.ck Boaz. Asa W. Clark, Hugh 
B. French and Thomas M. Smith, 
severally produced commissions 
from his Exellency. the Governor of 
this Commonwealth, appointing them 
justice of the peace for Hickman 
county, administered to the said 
Brown et. al., a county court was 
begun and held for said county of 
Fulton." 

The tirst court was held in a frame 
building owned by tbe Planters Bank, 
of Tennessee, which stood on the 
site now occupied by Beale's Book 
Store. The first transaction recorded 
was tbe transfer of 160 acres of 
land, northwest quarter of Sec. 18, 
Township 1, Range 5, by Goodrich 
and others to Greeubury Watsun, 
dated Feb. 1J, 1845, consideration 
$500. The first mortgage, dated 
March, 1845, was made by Bruce 
M. Hughes to Matthew Watson, and 
trantferred 160 acres of land and 
one town lot in Hickman, considera- 
tion $2,000. 

Tbe first man to hold the office of 
Sheriff was Jacob White, whose 
commission bore date of Jan. 30, 
1845. Objection to his qualifica- 
tion was raited by Lewis Scearce, 
but was overruled by the court. 
Hit oath embraced loyalty to the U. 
S. and to Kentucky, and to refrain 
from dueling. Hit bond wat fixed 
at SJ.000.

Farmers May Pool. 

The court of appeals at Frankfort, 
today, construed the pooling act as 
passed by the 1906 general assembly 
to mean that farmers may pool crops 
to obtain higher prices but manu- 
facturers, trusts and combines may 
not unite to enhance the price ot 
their products beyond its real value. 

The caae at issue was the com- 
monwealth against the International 
Harvester Company on appeal from 
Hardin circuit court. The lower 
court sustained the demurrer to the 
indictment brought against the har- 
vesler company on the ground that 
the indictment failed to state that 
the harvester company had enhanced 
the value of the machinery above its 
real value. 

The defense of the company wa» 
that the anti-trust act of 1890 was 
repealed by the act of 1906. The

Capt. Rogan will turn them over 
to Attorney General Caldwell (or 
use as indicated. These accou- 
trements bear signs of having been 
used and have been identified by 
Frank Fehringer, the names of the 
alleged owners not yet beiti* given 
out on account of their having not 
yet been apprehended. 

The robes are constructed very 
much after the general fashion of a 
long overcoat, and show saddle marks 
and other indications of having seen 
service on horseback.

An Agricultural hxpcrlment Station 
la primarily • research Institution, 
secondarily, one for tha dissemination 
of knowledge relative (hereto Ita 
object la to atudy (he underlying prln 
clples Involved In lb* science of ng 
rlcultnre and then to place rbe results 
of auch atudy at thn disposal of tbe 
agricultural prorcsslon. 

Tha experiment station In It* flmc 
tlon aa a research Institution. Is often 
misunderatood. Thla U becaus* tha 
term "research" la an unknown quan 
tlty wllh a great many people Two 
often a "teat - Is looked u|H>n aa being 
a piece of research, while In reality 
It la something far different. A test 
doca not yield absolute knowledge, 
but places the tester la a frame of 
mind to believe that something Is 
going to happen just because it did 
once before. It docs not tell him that 
something la compelled to take place 
If nature'a energies are properly J 
brought to bear on each other. The 
latter la what research does. It gives 
to man a law and dlspeuscs with Ike 
aervicea of testa, trials, etc.. which 
occupy time. Tests, however, hare j 
their part to play and will be eonsld ] 
ered In connection with my treatment 
of the dlasemination of useful kuowl- 



The Mea of research carries with 
It. neceaaarlly. that of unaolved prob 
leros, and as tho primary function of 
• station Is one of research. It should 
be organized and sustained accord 
Ingly. Investigators of tho highest 
type are absolute essentials, as they 
are really the foundation upon which 
an experiment station rests. Fine 
buildings and structures are beauti- 
ful to behold, but they gl»e up no se- 
crets. Good farms will always yield 
crops, even under untoutored tillage, 
as nature Is unrelenting with her en- 
ergies, but Just how and why ibey do, 
she remains silent. How nature util- 
izes) her energies Is tbe problem for 
the Investigator so that man can 
take better advantage of her re- 
sources. To win success his prepara- 
tion must be of the beet. Nature la 
just as obstinate In denying man her 
secrets as she la untiring in her ef- 
forts to feed bis hungry body. 
Demand for Investigators is Growing. 

To answer this fundamental re- 
quirement of research the demand for 
investigators la becoming 
every year. Part of the fc 



lured, cannot, however, work empty 
handed If, a real Investigator la the 
priceless possession of a state, he Is 
not to be considered] • curlo. nor Be 
merely the recipient of high admira- 
tion He is In greater need of a lab- 
oratory wherein to carry on his in- 
vestigations, or • farm whereon to 
extend his research, and tils time 
should not be taken up by rouifns 
duties, cheaper men can attend to 

While the station should search fm 
new truths, yet Us obllgailon to th* 
farmer Is to present to htm facta al 
ready worked out. and this dlsseml 
n.llon of knowledge should be car 
rled on In such a way aa to be ol 
immediate and greatest value. In 
fact, the greatest needs of moat of 
our experiment stations at present 
are waya and means for the diffusion 
of farts among peoplo whose taxes 
create and maintain them 

There are three methods by which 
the station can place Itself Into true 
co-relation with the farmer; first, 
demonstration work; second, farmers' 
instltntea. and third, bulletins, news 
paper articles, ete. All of these raeth 
ods. named In order of their Impor 
lance, may he known collectively as 
"extension" worn". 

T'nt 11 recent years bulletins, and an 
orcaalonal lecture by a station man. 
were the only means of Imparting 
useful knowledge to the farmer Ex- 
perience baa taught the sta.ion. how- 
ever, that bulletins are poor convey- 
ors of Information, as compared with 
actual demonstration. The averags 
man would much rather see some- 
thing than read about It; so a well 
conducted demonstration In a commu- 
nity Is of, more value than all that 
printers' Ink and verbal juggling ran 
bestow. Cooperation with Individual 
farmera themselves Is the Ideal and 
only way for an experiment station 
to serve Its constituents It might 
seem a great undertaking to start 
co-operation of thla kind, but expe 
rlence teaches the practicability ol 



Farmers Will 
In every community la to be found 
a man who is willing to place his 
dairy. Held or orchard at the disposal 
of the experiment station, provided 
the latter furnishes plans.

efforts do not measure up to that 
standard the turd raverls to the Uni- 
ted States treasury. It behooves col- 
leges to lay special stress on tiie 
training of investigators, otherwise 
the fundamental requirement of the 
experiment stations will not be an 
swered. To thla end I quote from a 
recent report by the Couiniioaion on 
Agricultural Research: 

• The development of research effort 
has not been symmetrical and log 
leal. Adequately trained men have 
not been provided In sufficient num- 
ber to expend in the way of capable 
Investigation the entire amounts of 
national and state appi oprlsi: . >ns that 
huve been applied to agricultural re- 
search This Is one of tho reasons 
why the mom difficult agricultural 
problems have so largely remained 
uo'ou had. 

"As to this matter, we may quote 
from a personal letter of a well- 
known Investigator*. The demand for 
agricultural research baa been great- 
er than the supply of men capable 
ai carrying on research or education 
al work. The agricultural colleges 
and the agencies of research have 
been created by law. but the law 
cannot create men. Tbe agricultural 
a colleges have developed a consider- 
I able proportion of undeitrun.ed men. 
without poise or sustained Judgment, 
and under these conditions the per- 
sonal element enters Into the work 
•f the state and national institutions, 
and In the majority of cases most of 
the difficulties arising In the Held 
•ay be t rated to the personal euua 
tlon or inadequate men." 
•it l« here that tho standards of 
have a direct and Imme 
relation to the quality of re 
rt. In those college.! of 
agriculture In which high educational 
standards are maintained, the various 
'onus of agricultural research are tn 
general, of high character, corre 
•ponding to tbe more elevated char 
acter of the academic administra- 
tion A debasement of educational 
tdeas reacts with certainty upon the 
work of scientific Inquiry In these 
natters college authorities ure 



Around this tha Institute work 
rhould renter. In order that the In 
formation reach the greatest number 
Here the station man should explain 
why such and such things sre carried 
on In certain manners on the demon- 
stration farm After this, the bolhv 
tin then serves its purpose by being 
a ready reference, wherein the farm 
er can look up details The oid meth 
od of putting a bulletin In'othefleM 
and demonstrate some fact, either 
through tests, rotation plan or 
spraying procedure; then, in tbe 
farmers' Institute, all these things 
should be carefully explained This 
renders the bulletin more intelligible 
To properly perform It* functloni 
and meet Hi obligations an expert 
ment station needs two sets of man.
